With us it runs about $1 million 

per day. Take that out and the 

economic elevator would drop— 

sickeningly. This would be true 
even in the Soviet Union. 


But what about the future? 

And there is where the illustra. | 
tion of bows and arrows comes in. | 

In the ancient days when men | 
fought with stone weapons, a war | 
called for putting everyone to 
work. The women made bow | 
strings. The men chipped away 
all day and into the night on 
flint arrow, spear and hatchet 
heads. Other experts made bows 
and strung them. Still others fit- | 
ted the arrows with points and 
feathers. There was a great de- 
mand for skilled labor to stock 
up on bows and arrows. 


This sort of pattern kept re- 
peating itself. 

When bronze and iron came 
along, armorers, smithies and 
leather workers made iron spear 
points, fashioned swords, covered | 
leather shields with metal or 
thickly studded the hide with met- | 


al knobs. Skilled workers made | 


suits or armor. Thousands of men | 
and women were necessary to| 
produce the goods of war. 

When Eli Whitney thought of 
exchangeable parts he made pos- 
sible mass production of rifles. 
The War Between the States saw 
millions of men equipped in a 
relative hurry. In the first 
world war the aircraft business 
began. Fast-firing artillery and 
machineguns were turned out by 
hundreds of thousands of workers. 


Second Conflict 

The second great world conflict 
saw huge aircraft plants turn out 
planes and bombers by the tens 
of thousands. Plants employed 
50,000 and more men and women 
to fabricate guns, tanks, bazookas 
. . . all the myriad weapons of 
war. Air bases and war factories 
dotted the nation. 

But in the years ahead? 

In Great Britain recently sci- 
entists were able to control the 
fusion of hydrogen atoms. It was 
@ momentous achievement. !t 
means that within 20 years, may- 
be 10, the oceans will provide un- 
limited sources of fuel for nuclear 
engines and power. 

How many men worked on that 
vast achievement? 

Thirty . . . only thirty. 

And missiles? They will boom 
electronics, special metais and 
alloys; laboratories, chemical 
plants, nuclear operations, hydro- 
gen and uranium nuclear devel- 
opments, and all these highly spe- 
cialized fields. 

But there will be no multiple 
thousands of aircraft; no thou- 
sands of men and women riveting 
wings; no millions of rifles, ma- 
chineguns and pistols pouring 
from production lines. Nor will 
there be aircraft plants or air 
bases so widely spread as before. 


Automation 

Automation is coming to produc- 
tion for war, as it is to all other 
production. There will be fewer 
men and women in war, and in 
defense production. There will be 
no more need for as large a state 
guard or Army. Much of the Navy 
will go under water. 

The great assembly of ships and 
men which struck across to the 
Normandy beaches is obsolete. To 
repeat it would be to invite an- 
nihilation. 

The illustrations may be mul- 
tiplied over and over again. 

_ All this means that defense 
spending, while it will reach and 
buoy the economy, will require 
some years fully to orient itself. 
Towns and cities will lose pay- 
rolls to which they have become 
accustomed. Others will gain. It 
is an old story. But the econo- 
mists are perfectly right when 
they speak of the national econ- 
omy going through a period of

The Big Freeze, Georgia’s bitterest cold wave in 
over a decade, will lose some of its icy grip over the 
state Wednesday and Thursday but many schools and 


industries will remain closed due 
to the paralyzing gas shortage. 

At least 150 DeKalb County fam- 
ilies were virtually without water 
Tuesday night when a 30-inch 
water main cracked in Chamblee 
neat the Naval Air Station late 
in the afternoon. 


BLAMES COLD 


W. H. Weaver, general manager 
of the DeKalb Water Works, said 
it would be early Wednesday 
morning before the main could be 
repaired. He blamed the break 
on the cold. 


A general warming up in At- 
lante end north Georgia is fore- 
cast for Wednesday and Thurs- 
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day. Both days are expected to 
be fair and sunshiny with warmer 
temperatures. 

Wednesday's extremes in At- 
lanta are forecast at 14 and 38. 
Thursday should be even warmer, 
with temperature extremes of 24 
and 44. 

Tre extreme mountainous re- 
gions of north Georgia will still 
have thermometer readings close 
to the zero mark. 

Gas-heated Atlanta area schools 
will remain closed Wednesday to 
conserve fuel supplied by At- 
lanta Gas Light Co., despite the 
predicted warmup. 

Tuesday the crippling shortage 
of natural gas hit the critical 
stage across the state. Despite 
slightly higher temperatures, the 
Atlanta Gas Light Co. said de- 
mand is outracing supply. 

Officials of the company issued 
an emergency appeal to its 340,000 
customers to take drastic steps to 
reduce their use of gas. 

A spokesman said unless the 
appeal is successful it may be 
necessary to completely cut off 
gas supplies to certain areas of 
Atlanta. 

The company asked every school 
heating with gas to remain closed 
Wednesday. Schools were closed 
in 15 more counties Tuesday. Most 
of them were in the northern sec- 
tion of the state. 

Officials announced all Fulton 
County and Atlanta _ schools 
closed Tuesday | will remain 
closed through Wednesday. All 
of DeKalb County’s 52 schools 
will be closed, and six of Deca- 
tur’s 11 schools will not open.

60,000 Frozen Out 
Of Their Jobs Here

More than 60,000 metropolitan Atlanta industrial 


workers literally are being frozen out of their jobs and 
pay during this week’s cold wave, which will cost the 


area’s economy at least $15,000,000 in lost pay and 


production. 
The estimated 63,000 manufac- 


turing employes laid off by 
weather-forced plant shutdowns 


Monday and Tuesday represent 
70 per cent of the city’s 90,000 
production workers. 

These workers are losing more 
than $1,000,000 a day in wages 
and salaries, while double that 
amount is being lost each day the 
normal manufacturing value fails 
to come off most of Atlanta’s pro- 
duction lines.

‘Churchill Confined to Bed, Calls 


His Doctor to Riviera from London 


ROQUEBURNE, France, Feb. 18 (P—Sir Winston Churchill 
was confined to bed tonight and his London physician was sum- 


moned to the Riviera to see him. 


Spokesmen at the 83-year-old statesman’s winter retreat 
here described Churchill as “‘indisposed and confined to bed.” 
The nature of his indisposition was not revealed. 


In London, however, 


Churchill’s son-in-law, Christopher 


Soames, said it was a “minor indisposition. We hope it will be 
only a matter of a few days,” he said. 

The first inkling of an illness came during the day when 
the doughty old statesman failed to turn up at Nice Airport as 
scheduled to welcome his wife here from London. 

His daughter Sarah, who has been staying with him, told 
newsmen that her father was feeling “terribly tired’’ and was 
unable to make the drive from Roequeburne.

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 18 (® — 
Rescue operations for the crew of 
a sinking Italian freighter became 


a race against time tonight as a 
lifeboat from the stricken vessel 
capsized, tossing its 25 occupants 
into the Atlantic. 

The American freighter Presi- 
dent Adams, which had been try- 
ing to take aboard the men from 
the freighter Bonitas off the North 
Carolina coast for nearly 2% 
hours, reported the lifeboat cap- 
sized as it came alongside. 


LOWERS LIFEBOAT 


In a radio message picked up 
by Coast Guard headquarters here 
the President Adams said it had 
lowered a lifeboat of its own in 
an attempt to pluck the men from 
the 20-foot seas. 


At 12:10 a.m. the President 
Adams radioed its lifeboat had 
succeeded in picking up ‘‘a few’’ 
of the freighter’s crewmen. 


In addition to the heavy seas, 
snow and fog hampered rescue 
operations. 

Also on the scene was the de- 
stroyer escort Hartley. 

The President Adams, one of 
nine vessels which rushed to the 
aid of the stricken Bonitas, re- 
ported the 27 crewmen of the 
Bonitas had put out in two life- 
boats. 


CONVERGE ON SCENE 


Aside from the Hartley, two 
other escorts, the Coast Guard 
cutter Chilula, and five merchant 
ships were converging on the 
area. 

First distress signals were 
flashed to the Coast Guard at 
about 2:30 p.m. via a commercial 
ship, 

Shortly before 5 p.m. she ra- 
dioed, “Sinking more and more. 
Ready to leave.”

REFUSE PER DIEM 


Senate members voted down an | 
amendment that would give state 
constitutional officers who will 
serve on the authority board $30 
a day whenever the board meets. 


Other Senate amendments, that 
were approved, put a ceiling of 
$1,500,000 on the purchase price 
of the mountain and surrounding 
land, and $2,500,000 on the amount 
of revenue bonds the association 
can issue for finishing the Con- 
federate memorial and a recrea- 
tional area. 


The bill was approved 45 to 6. 
Voting no were Senators Butts, 
Bobby Lee Cook of Summerville, 
Charles Garrett of Nashville, Dor- 
sey Deen of Alma, N. E. Wright 
of Cusseta and George Jackson 
of Gray. 


LUMP TOGETHER 


The Senate lumped features of 
two House bills into one. The 
main change took from Gov. Grif- 
fin the power to name all mem- 
bers on the board. He will now 
name three instead of seven. The 
other four are the secretary of 
state, the commissioner of agri- 
culture, the Public Service com- 
mission chairman and the attor- 
ney general.

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Government Liable 


For Benson’s Folly 


Inexcusable blunders that have char- 
acterized administration of the soil bank 
program reached their worst stage in the 
handling of applications from cotton farm- 
ers this winter. 

First of all, Congress must shoulder its 
share of the blame for authorizing the 
program and then failing to provide suf- 
ficient funds to finance it. 

Next, Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
and his armchair farm advisers showed 
their usual disregard for farmers in the 
haphazard way in which provisions were 
set up to receive applications. 

Thanks to the stupidity of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, long lines 
formed in the cold of night in front of 
county Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation offices on the eve of the 
opening of the application period. 

The signup period, announced as ex- 
tending from Jan. 13 through March 7, 
was shut off after four days. Funds were 
exhausted. Sen. Talmadge reports he has 
been informed 1,332 Georgia cotton farm- 
ers are on the waiting list. 

The ASC state committee’s ruling to 
stick to a first come, first served basis 
for allotting soil bank acreage takes care 
of those at the head of the lines and leaves 
the others out in the cold. The committee 
had a final choice of doing that or prorat- 
ing the acreage, which officials said would 
have meant a maximum of not more than 
six acres per farm. 

Either way it was a bad situation but 
it does seem much fairer to have divided 
the acreage than to pay some at the front 
of the line as much as $3,000 each and 
others nothing. 

The only logical way for the govern- 
ment to clear up the mess, mainly cre- 
ated by Benson through mismanagement, 
is for Congress to appropriate more money 
for the program in line with a bill intro- 
duced by Rep. Paul Brown of Elberton. 

The expenditure can be charged off 
to Benson’s folly and if it costs him his 
job, it will be a good bargain for the 
government.

Insurance Probe Gets 
Strong Lift in Senate 


Senate amendments to the House-ap- 
proved resolution to set up an investiga- 
tive committee to study and perhaps re- 
vise the state’s insurance laws remove 
the worst features of the original meas- 
ure. 

The Senate version makes it an indus- 
try-legislative study group instead of a 
body dominated by Insurance Commis- 
sioner Cravey and largely named by him.

In addition to Mr. Cravey, the com- 
mittee will consist of the attorney gen- 
eral, three senators, five representatives 
and five insurance representatives to be 
named by the governor.

In addition to the investigation of 
laws, the committee would be empowered 
to conduct the proposed study of the rate 
structure. 

The revised resolution is a great im- 
provement over the old and the Senate is 
to be commended for insisting on a real 
study instead of the farcical procedure 
of having Mr. Cravey investigate himself 
and then rewriting the laws to suit his 
own purposes.

Firemen Upheld Code 
In Tragic Pryor Blaze 


The fire which cost the lives of 12 
persons Monday night on Pryor road, SW, 
was the greatest such tragedy since the 
Winecoff Hotel holocaust. It was an awe- 
some example of what could happen to 
any of us, even in the generally accepted 
safety of the home. Bs 

With all the terror and realism of 
death in the flames, there was another 
story Monday night on Pryor street, wit- 
nessed by newspapermen, policemen and 
a few curious who braved the numbing 
cold. 

Fire trucks whipped up and in the 10- 
degree weather firemen swung into action 
with speed and precision. While the hoses 
were being connected, firemen hoisted a 
ladder to a second story window. A dozen 
perstens were reported trapped inside. 

By the time the ladder was in place, 
four firemen wearing air-pack masks 
were scaling it. Without a moment’s hesi- 
tation they plunged through the window 
into the inferno of flame and smoke. 
There was no assurance that fiery death 
did not await them. They did not waver 
nor did they leave until they had estab- 
. lished the fact no one had survi 
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people died is no discredit to the heroism 
of the firemen who reacted perfectly in 
the bitter cold to fulfill the first motto 
in the firefighting tradition: “Save lives.” 

The deaths had occurred before they 
arrived. But those who witnessed the 
scene had nothing but praise for the per- 
sonal bravery and efficiency of the men 
who braved the flames in an attempt to 
save the victims.

The House acted sensibly Tuesday 
in its overwhelming approval (109-9): of 
a bill that would outlaw the collection of 
private funds by state officials for en- 
forcement of the state’s laws.

A hearing in Atlanta has brought out 
the fact that one insurance agent divides his premiums on the prop- 
erties of the Georgia Ports Authority with a meat dealer in Savan- 
nah who has never sold the first insurance policy. He’s a brother-in- 
law of the chairman of the authority. 


With millions of dollars’ worth 
of property scattered from Rabun 
Gap to Jekyll Island, it is only 
natural that insurance premiums 
will eat up a million dollars in a 
short while. The last study of 
state insurance showed that $1,- 
380,197 was spent for insurance 
during a five-year period ending 
in 1955. For the same five years 
the state experienced losses of 
only $340,688. For the five years 
the state could have saved 


buying insurance from commer- 
cial firms. No matter how low the 
rates allowed the state, you may 
be assured the premiums will al- 
ways exceed the losses several 
times. Otherwise agents could not 
afford to split their fees with 
people not even in the insurance 
business.

WASHINGTON—In view of the slim and 
waning prospect that Congress will approve a 
constitutional amendment or pass any acceptable 


statute to clear up the haunting uncertainty of presidential disabil- 


ity, is there not some way open 
tive? 

I believe there Is a way for the 
President to act on his own and 
that it is urgent to do so. 


In order to reach a judgment 
on this matter, it is needful to 
ask and to center on the facts 
which answer these three ques- 
tions: 

Question: Is Congress going to 
remove the disability doubt soon? 

Answer: Congress. has dallied 
and delayed in taking any action 
on the plan which President Fis- 
enhower put forward after his 
heart attack. 

Now with Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn’s blessing the House Judici- 
ary Committee has come up with 
a proposed statute which would 
have the effect of transferring 
the authority to determine presi- 
dential disability from the Execu- 
tive to the Legislative and, under 
present circumstances, to the op- 
position party. Eisenhower would 
veto such an act as unconstitu- 
tional. 

Thus no action is in prospect. 

Question: Is it urgent to resolve 
this stalemate? 

Answer: It is urgent. It will be 
nice to clear up this disability 
matter five or seven years hence, 
but the urgency is now. It is now 
for two very solid reasons—rea- 
sons rooted in events, not just in 
theory:

2. There is one vital decision 
which only the President—or act- 
ing President—can make, if 
events require it.

Wheeler —

Prisoners 


The State Board of Corrections 
has ordered that all prisoners at 
the Wheeler County Convict Camp 
be moved from the county in 30 
days, a spokesman for the board 
said Tuesday. 

The board’s action followed a 
public hearing Monday at which 
county officials admitted convicts 
have been worked on weekends 
and in jobs for private indi- 
viduals. 

Wheeler County Commissioner 
Oris Braswell told the board Mon- 
day that prisoners have been used 
to dig water holes and construct 
fish ponds on private property. 
He admitted that prisoners have 
been worked on Saturdays. 


PROMISED TO STOP 


Braswell conceded he had been 
warned several times that such 
practices were contrary to state 
law, and that he had continued 
them after promising to have 
them stopped. 


Warden T. A. Morrison testified 
to the same effect at Monday’s 
hearing, as did County School 
Superintendent Clyde Fulford, 
Sheriff Morris Johnson, Board of 
Corrections transfer officer G. H. 
Kelley and _ several Wheeler 
County citizens. 


Morrison said under oath that 
“about two” fishponds for State 
Sen. Wallace Adams had been 
constructed with convict labor. 


Braswell testified he had used 
convict labor in building a fish- 
pond for Sheriff Johnson. 


Hoke McNeill, of near Alamo, 
testified convict labor had been 
used in building his new brick 
home. 


WATER HOLES 


Braswell told the board that use 
of convicts to dig water holes on 
private property began in 1953 
and 1954, ‘“‘the worst drought 
years we've known.” 


He added: “People were at my 
house day and night begging for 
water holes, and we did the best 
we could.” 


Working convicts on private 
proverty was a custom that began 
before he came into office, he con- 
tinued. “I’ve tried to stop,” he 
said, ‘‘but you just can’t stop such 
things that easy.” 

Assuring the board that since 
last October or November he had 
“quit that (use of prisoners) for 
good,” Braswell petitioned for the 
camp to remain in Wheeler Coun- 
ty. Superintendent Fulford also 
requested that the prisoners not 
be transferred.

To Launch 


-3,000-Lb. Moon in Fall 


By JOHN W. FINNEY

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—The Air Force expects to 
launch this October a 3,000-pound test satellite as the 
forerunner of reconnaissance satellites which would be 
able to scan the earth from space. 


This official schedule was the 
first indication that the Air Force 
is far along in the development 
of huge reconnaissance satellites 
and is now nearing the flight 
test stage. 


Military officials now believe 
that by using missile and photo-| _ 
graphic equipment now under de- 
velopment, it will be possible to 
have “spies in the sky” which 
can detect enemy activities on 
land or sea. 


As a launching vehicle, the 
test satellite will use the Atlas 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
with its three rocket engines. At 
least one rocket stage will be 
added to the Atlas to accelerate 
the satellite up to the orbiting 


speed of 18,000 miles per hour. 


The impressive ton-and-a- ‘half | 
weight of the test vehicle is ex- 
plained in large part by the fact | 
that the final-stage rocket, after | 
burning out, will not detach from | 
the payload of instruments in the 
satellite proper. | 

The test vehicle is part of the 
Air Force's project Pied Piper. 
This reconnaissance _ satellite 
project has been under way for 
some time with Lockheed Air- 
craft Corp., and, since the 
launching of the first Soviet 
satellite, was said to have moved 
about a year ahead of previous 
schedules. 


The test vehicle will carry 
various components of the de- 
tection équipment to determine 
how it functions under the 
stresses of space travel. A more 
advanced test vehicle will be 
launched next spring. 


Special long-range cameras 
are being developed for the satel- 
lite to take pictures of enemy 
territory as it passes over at an 
altitude of 200 miles or more.

Capital’s Soaring Crimes 


U.S. Courts

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (P—Street crimes are In- 
| creasing in the nation’s capital and Police Chief Robert 
V. Murray blames a recent series of federal court de- 


cisions for the upsurge. 
Murray believes the court de- 
cisions have hobbled law enforce- 


| ment to the point where hoodlums 
| feel they have an excellent chance 


of getting away with brutal as- 
saults and robberies. 

The number of street crimes 
here rose 29 per cent during the 
last six months of 1957, compared 
to the same period of 1956. Re- 
inforced police patrols have 
brought some improvement, but 
residents still are afraid to walk 
the streets alone, particularly at 
night. 

Yoke robberies and purse 
snatching are the most common 
street crimes. The sums of money 
stolen often are quite small, but 
many victims, pounced upon from 
behind, have been brutally beat- 
en. 

The victims are as varied as 
. a 13-year-old 
newspaper carrier making his col- 
lection rounds .. . an elderly man 
sitting on his porch in a rocking 
chair . . . an imoverished widow 
and her little girl, lugging home 
a bag of food given to them by a 
sympathetic neighbor . . . promi- 
nent out-of-town visitors like Louis- 
ville, Ky., Publisher Mark Eth- 
ridge and his wife and sister. 


In a substantial majority of the 
attacks — nine out of ten accord- 
ing to police — the assailants are 
teen-age boys or young adults 
from Washington’s teeming Negro 
slums. 

Few of these youthful thugs 
know how many judges there are 
on the Supreme Court. But many 
of them, according to Murray, are 
well aware of a decision which 
the court handed down last June 
in the case of Andrew R. Mal- 
lory, a confessed rapist. 

The high court ruled that Mal- 
lory’s confession was invalid be- 
cause police held him for 7% 
hours of questioning before taking 
him before a magistrate for for- 
mal arraignment. 


The decision was intended to 
prevent police from using third- 
degree methods. But it has been 
interpreted’ by lower federal 
courts here as preventing police 
from questioning suspects before 
their formal arraignment. 

The Supreme Court’s Mallory 
decision was based on the Fed- 
eral Criminal Procedures Act and 
hence is not binding on state 


courts. 

Thus police outside federal jur- 
isdiction can still operate under 
long-standing rules permitting use 
: any confession given voluntar- 


clarify another section of criminal 
law to end what U.S. Attorney 
Oliver Gasch calls “‘monumental 
confusion."’ This is the use of in- 
sanity pleas as a defense. 

Federal courts for almost a cen- 
tury have applied a rule that a 
defendant is responsible if he 
knew “right from wrong” at the 
time of his crime. 


But local courts are bound by a 
precedent - breaking new decision 
by the local U.S. Court of Appeals 
in the Monte Durham case. It 
held that a defendant must be ac- 
quitted on insanity grounds if the 
defense shows his crime was the 
product of any ‘“‘mental disease 
or defect’ — even though he 
knew he was doing wrong.

He then accepted congratulatory handshakes from one and 
all, and eventually returned to the table and polished off his barbe- 
cue plate. 


Choice of Sapp as the new captain was no more surprising than 
the fact that Mickey Mantle will play with the Yankees again this 
year. So Mr. Sapp ate a hearty meal. 


Dye, however, was stunned. The excitement left him in no con- 
dition to complete his dinner. “I really can’t believe the boys 
picked me,”’ the surprised Mr. Dye remarked. 

The fact that the squad voted for Dye proves that the play- 
ers agree with the coaches that he is a changed man. A year 
ago he would have been voted the lineman least likely to be 
named alternate captain. It’s also extremely doubtful whether 
Sapp would have been a leading contender for his new post. 

Sapp and Dye were as progressive as jazz musicians last 
season. They were just a couple of names on the roster when the 
Bulldogs kicked off against Texas. By season’s end, they had 
earned third-string berths on the All-SEC team. They were in- 
strumental in transforming a team, lackadaisical against Florida, 
into a snarling band of Bulldogs against Auburn and Tech. 

The Sapp story is rapidly becoming a legend in the Georgia ath- 
letic hall. He was a standout athlete at Lanier, but he almost ended 
his football career in a swimming pool. It was doubtful whether he'd 
ever plunge into another line after he plunged into a pool and frac- 
tured a vertebrae in 1954.

He had, according to coaches, 
everything it takes to become a fine football player* except the 
right attitude. Somewhere along the way he decided he wanted to 
play. Now coaches insist that he’ll be the conference’s leading 
candidate for all-star honors at the tackle slot next season. 

Coach Butts and his aides said the usual things coaches say 
about newly selected captains and alternates. Outstanding players, 
leaders, etc. But Sapp didn’t say the things a captain usually says. 

He planted himself and his teammates squarely on the spot. 
“You can tell the Georgia people,” he said, “‘not to make any other 
plans for next New Year's. We're going to go.somewhere . . . you 
know, one of those bowls.” 

Sapp reflects the attitude of the entire Georgia squad. The Bull- 
dogs have had better teams, but they’ve never had better morale. 
It’s a team willing to work hard, and eager to play the same way 
next fall. 


Ordinarily, Butts, noted for being pessimistic and cautious, would | 


flip over a prediction such as Sapp made. 
But Wallace merely smiles. ‘“They think they can win,”’ he says,

Impressions 


Of England 


Mr. Alec Robertson, Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth's prime 
representative in this part of the world, had to say in our Sunday 
paper about Georgians’ curious notions concerning the British. 


Except for that line about Georgia grits bringing heartburn 
to Yankee breasts I was charmed, as always, with what Mr. 
Robertson had to say. (Grits, bland, creamy, nourishing grits, never 
brought heartburn to anybody, Mr. Robertson. Not by itself. Now 
with red-eye gravy or the grease from the fatback . . . well, it 
depends on your raising, you know.) 


As for those misconceptions Mr. Robertson dealt with, I'm 
sure they exist and I’m sure he cleared them up with beautiful 
British tact and diplomacy. But I just want to say I’m glad he left 
my misconceptions about the British alone. I’ve never been to 
England but I feel at home in it as I do in the pinelands of south 
Georgia or the mountains of north Georgia. It’s like the Chat- 
tahoochee. National Forest, I think. The government owns it—but 
only technically. The government can’t take away from me the 
views, the walks, the matchless fragrances I’ve collected in that 
forest. 

And I hope Mr. Robertson doesn’t try to deprive me of what I 
own in England, which I suppose is a curious collection of totally 
erroneous impressions. 

For instances, it’s my idea that in England most of the men 
are a cross between C. Aubrey Smith and Leslie Howard—with 
maybe an occasional Alec Guinness. The children are paragons 
of behavior who divide their time between romps in exquisitely 
tended gardens and tea in the day nursery with a Nanny in at- 
tendance, of course. (If the British nanny has gone out of style and 
homes no longer have both a day nursery and a night nursery, 
I don’t want to hear about it. I will not believe that British chil- 
dren read comics, organize Elvis Presley fan clubs or hang around 
the corner drug ce peering surreptiously into magazines called 

“Sir!”’ and “‘Scamp.”’ 


As for the women in England, I have an idea that the young 
ones strike a beautiful balance somewhere between Queen Eliza- 
beth and Becky Sharp. They always, always have maids and spend 
their days answering letters in the morning room, tending roses 
and having the vicar to tea. (I don’t know what a morning room 
is and I don’t see how the vicar can have tea with every single 
lady in his parish every afternoon but I don’t choose to be reason- 
able about my England anyhow.) 


Everybody, of course, is always turned out in tweeds—beau- 
tiful quality material of a slightly baggy cut and, by no stretch of 
the imagination, ever new. There again reason probably dictates 
that the British sometimes wear cotton or linen or silk and that 
at some point in a lady’s life her tweeds are new but that’s 
not the way I like it. 

The weather in England is of two kinds—foggy and ‘“‘fine.” 
The principal citizens are Sir Winston Churchill and Sherlock 
Holmes. The food is mostly a joint of mutton, kidneys in a silver 
covered dish on the buffet, buns and tea. (In former years when 
Tom Brown was my idea of the British schoolboy I acknowledged 
that they had sausage and raisin cake but I haven't come across 
Sausage and raisin. cake in a story in a long time.) 


That strange and wonderful language the British speak Is 
what I cherish most. Sir Winston Churchill, Bismarck and Mr. 
Alec Robertson to the contrary notwithstanding, we do not speak 
the same tongue. Have we a dustman? Certainly not. Do we ever 
“‘tirl” a bell? Only in stories by Rebecca West have I ever seen a 
bell tirled instead of rung, tolled or tinkled. 


Next to the language I like Scotland Yard, the custom of 
having kinfolks to visit in South Africa ‘I don’t have any rela- 
lives in any interesting places!), and the really grand system 
of always having inherited money. I never knew of an English 
hero or heroine, no matter how poor, 
‘“‘a few pounds” in the mail as regular as clockwork. 

If Mr. Robertson knows differently, I hope he won't say 


so. I'm very much attached to my England.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 


Spokesmen for the nation’s truck- 
ers pleaded with Congress today 
to ignore arguments of the rail- 
roads for authority to enter freely 
into other forms of transportation, 
specifically the trucking industry. 

“It would not be in the public 
interest to give the rails such 
freedom,” James F. Pinkney, 
general counsel of the American 


Trucking Assns., testified before 
the Senat surface transportation 
subcommittee currently investi- 
gating the ‘‘precarious’’ conditions 
of the railroads. 

Pinkney charged that the rails 
were not sincere in seeking the 
authority to become truck opera- 
tors on the grounds that the na- 
tion’s transportation system re- 
quires the integration of “‘our sev- 
eral modes of transportation.”

“Rather it is simply that the 
so-called plight of the railroads 
requires that they be shored up 
by the profits they hope to make 
through the control of other modes 
of transportation,’ he said. ‘“The 
entry of the railroads into com- 
petitive modes of transportation 
in competition with their railroad 
operations would operate not to 
preserve but ultimately to weaken 
the railroad system of this coun- 
try.””

Christians 
Can't Live 


With Hatred 


QUESTION: I am most dis- 
turbed when, realizing how 
much the Bible has to say 
about love, I! 
see professing 
Christians liv- 
ing in jealousy, 
bitterness and 
un forgive- 

ness and out- 
' right hatred for 
one another. 
Why don’t you 
preachers raise 
a voice against 
this?—L. C. 

ANSWER: 
I agree with you there should be 
more love among professed Chris- 
tians, and I believe that most min- 
isters ARE raising their voices 
against this situation. Of course, 
those who harbor bitterness and 
ill feeling are in the minority. 
Most Christians I know are pos- 
sessed with a great love, even 
for their enemies, and that has 
been the genius of Christianity 
down through the centuries. 

One of Jimmy Doolittle’s fliers, 
Jacob DeShazer, after spending 
many months in a Japanese 
prison, said: ‘“‘They were igno- 
rant and mean, but we thought 
they had some good in them. 
.. » 50 I’m going to a missionary 
school for training, and then I’m 
going to return to Japan and 
spend the rest of my life there, 
teaching the _ importance of 
Christ’s love among men.” He is 
doing just that today. 

One of the reasons some pro- 
fessed Christians harbor ill feel- 
ing is that they have never made 
a full commitment of their lives 
to Christ. Their religion is like a

Bruising 
Often Sign 
Of Illness

The situation is different 
when bleeding under the skin 
is spontaneous (purpura). This 
leaves an area of: discoloration 
that varies in size from a pin- 
point (petechia) to a large seg- 
ment, 

The color is red at first and 
gradually becomes darker, then 
purple, fading to a brownish-yel- 
low. The spots disappear within 
a few weeks. Occasionally hem- 
orrhages occur in the membranes 
of the mouth, gums, stomach, in- 
testine, joints, and kidneys. 

What should be done about pur- 
pura? See your physician, who 
will recommend a battery of 
blood tests to determine whether 
the condition is innocent or ser- 
ious. These studies include the 
usual complete blood count, plate- 
let count, bleeding time, coagula- 
tion time, prothrombin time, vita- 
min C, the tourniquet test, and 
sometimes a bone marrow ex- 
amination. 

They are done to establish the 
cause and to determine whether 
treatment is needed or the indi- 
vidual should “forget it.” 

If the vitamin C level is low, 
scurvy is suspected and ascor- 

bic acid, along with citrus 
fruits, eliminates the condition. 
A disturbance in coagulation 

time may mean hemophilia. A 
low platelet count could require 
revola of the spleen.
